sentatives of farmers whose lands 
border the Little How in both the 
Carmangay and Vulcan districts 
were present. 

The general complaint was that 
in June, July and August the river 
would occasionally be absolutely 
dry for days at a time and that 
fj better control of the present diver¬ 
sion canal from the Highwood 
at ltivcr was needed. It was suggest¬ 
ed that a new diversion project 
above High River, diverting part 
of the flow of the Highwood into 
the old channel, would solve the 
problem. The District Engineer, 
however, disagreed with this pro¬ 
posal, stating that what was need¬ 
ed, in the opinion of the Water 
Resources Branch, was a dam on 
the upper reaches of the Little 
Bow to Impound the spring run¬ 
off waters. By controlled release of 
the water thus dammed, a steady 
flow could be maintained in the 
Little Bow during the summer and 
fall months without using any 
more of the Highwood flow than 
was being diverted at the present 
time. This would overcome the 
periodic shortage now being ex¬ 
perienced by farmers at the lower 
end of the Little Bow who require 
water for stock watering and ir¬ 
rigation. 

The Water Resources Board has 
requested the federal government 
PFRA to build such a dam and 
this project could be announced 

“in the near future”. A survey in¬ 
dicates that farmers along . the 
Little Bow would like to irrigate 
a total of 8,000 acres if water was 
available. The major obstacle ap- 
pers to be the acquiring of valley 
land as a site for the dam. 

Other points brought out at the 
meeting were: 

• Little Bow irrigation permits 
are still being issued, but for not 
more than 60 acres to any one 
farmer. Farmers can now lose 

irrigation licence if they use 
larger size pump than is speci¬ 
fied in their permit.

Dugout Swimming Dangerous 

Drownings at swimming holes by inexperienced 
swimmers add to the summer holiday death toll 
across the country and Vulcan could be the next 
point heard from. 

In recent weeks town youngsters have been seen 
in the run-off dugout beside the town reservoir. In 
a group of four boys picked up at the pool, whose 
ages run from seven, eight, 13 and 14, only one was 
an adequate swimmer. This is a fair sized body of 
water running from 12 to 15 feet deep with steep 
banks. 

The boys were taken to their parents, who were 
told of the danger involved. 

The Vulcan Lions Memorial Swimming pool is 
open all day with qualified personnel on hand to 
supervise and make it a safe summer for local boys 
and girls and the Lions Club is prepared to assist 
financially any parents who cannot afford a swim 
ticket for their youngsters. 

Parents are urged to impress on their children 
the dangers of wading or swimming in dugouts or 
sloughs. It would be unfortunate if a tragedy 
occurred before the perils of such unsupervised swim¬ 
ming could be impressed upon children through their 
parents.

PRUNING EARLY 
FLOWERING SHRUBS 

Lilacs, honeysuckle and early 
flowering primus species as well 
as most spiraea bushes should be 
pruned after they have finished 
blooming. 

P. D. McCalla, Supervisor of 
Horticulture with the Alberta De¬ 
partment of Agricutlure,, recom¬ 
mends cutting-off old flower clus¬ 
ters to prevent the shrubs from 
producing seeds instead of flower 
buds for next year. 

A great many flowering shrubs 
produce suckers which should be 
removed. Any growth which makes 
the shrubs take up too much room 
should also be removed at this 
time of year. If pruning is left 
until the fall or early next spring 
a certain percentage of next sea¬ 
son's bloom will be removed be¬ 
cause all these ornamental shrubs 
form their flower buds now.
